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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Economic conditions were well maintained in August at the relatively 
high point of the preceding month. Constructive factors included a stronger 
bond market and a higher level of common stock prices. Following the recession 
of the second quarter, stock prices advanced moderately. Markets turned weak 
toward the latter part of the month and sharp reaction followed in the early 
weeks of September. The advance in high-grade bond prices continued, reaching 
anew high point on the recovery subsequent to the marked reaction during the 
first quarter. After reaching a new high point on the recovery in July, wholesale 
prices reacted in August, the index receding from 87-5 to 85-6. According to 
preliminary calculations, business operations were nearly maintained in the 
month under review, an active export trade contributing to the general result. 
An increase in notice deposits was more than counterbalanced by a rather sharp 
decline in demand deposits, the adjusted index of deposit liabilities receding 
from 120-3 to 119-4. 

The index of the physical volume of business was off 3 points in August 
from the maximum levels established in the preceding month. While un- 
evenness was shown among the 46 factors used in this compilation, the volume 
of production continued at high levels compared with the same month during 
the post-war period. 


Mineral Production 

Several of the factors measuring the trend of mineral production moved into 
new territory. The shipment of gold from Canadian mines amounting to 
358,767 ounces was greater than in any other month in history. The index, 
after seasonal adjustment, advanced from 239 to 253. The outward shipment 
of nickel scored in August, the monthly total being exceeded in only three other 
months in history. Exports at 21,574,000 pounds were greater than in any other 
August in the post-war period. Lead production, after seasonal adjustment, 
recorded a gain over the preceding month. Silver shipmerts showed a gain 
less than normal for the season, the index receding from 116 to 113. Exports 
of asbestos were greater than in any other August in history, the total of better 
grades having been 19,808 tons against 16,800 in the preceding month. The 
gain was considerably greater than normal for the season. 


Manufacturing 

Manufacturing plants engazed in the production of foodstuffs were slightly 
more active in August than in the preceding month. A slight gain was shown 
in the production of flour in the latest month for which statistics are available. 
The output of refined sugar was 92 million pounds against 67 million in July. 
Cattle slaughterings were greater than in any other August in history, the index 
advancing from 151 to 161. As sheep and hog slaughterings, after seasonal 
adjustment, showed declines, the general index for livestock slaughterings receded 
from 149-6 to 143-7. Butter production was higher than in any other August 
since 1932, when monthly statistics were first collected. The index, after, 
seasonal adjustment, advanced from 136 to 138. Factory cheese production 
on the other hand, showed a decline, the output having been 21-6 million pounds 
against 24-6 million in July. A contra-seasonal decline was shown in the exports 
of canned salmon. Summing up the results for the production of foodstuffs, 
the general index advanced from 99-5 to 100-7. 
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While increases were shown in newsprint production and the export of 
shingles, the forestry index receded from 139-2 to 136-7. Newsprint production 
was at a Maximum in history, the adjusted index advancing from 196-7 to 198-3. 
The output was 318,713 tons against 314,529. The export of planks and 
poards was maintained at a high level, being greater than in any other August 
since 1929. Some decline, however, was shown from the preceding month, the 
total having been 170 million feet against 171 million. The export of shingles 
was 223,000 squares, against 183,000. 

The primary iron and steel industry was again active in August, the output 
of steel ingots being larger than in any other August in the post-war period, 
while the production of iron was larger than in any August since 1929. After 
seasonal adjustment, steel ingot production showed a gain over the preceding 
month, the index being 203-5 against 194-7. The pig iron output, however, 
showed contra-seasonal recession. The production of automobiles was greater 
than in any August since 1929, the output having 10,742 units against 17,941 
in July. A decline, however, was shown in the seasonally adjusted index. 


Construction and Distribution 


The construction industry made a slightly better showing in August than 
in the preceding month, the index advancing from 48-7 to 53-8. The award of 
contracts was $24-8 million compared with $21-5 million. Building permits, 
on the other hand, receded more than normal for the season. 


The railway freight movement continued in heavy volume, the number 
of cars loaded having been greater than in any August since 1930. After 
seasonal adjustment, however, the index dropped off from 85-8 to 82-7. Loadings 
in August were 231,038 cars against 219,290 in the preceding month. A strong 
point of the month was the gain in the export trade, the total value having been 
$103,338,590 against $100,142,396. The index, after seasonal and price adjust- 
ments, advanced from 108-1 to 115-6. 


World Prices 


From a world-wide standpoint, wholesale price levels for many basic 
commodities after reaching a peak in March, reacted rather sharply in the next 
two months thereby checking the rapid rise that began in July of last year. 
This decline was most pronounced in non-ferrous metals, but grains also moved 
lower for a time. Their recovery in June helped to initiate a more hesitant 
advance in wholesale commodity price levels which persisted into the third 
quarter despite more recent sharp decreases in wheat, cotton and rubber. These 
have been counterbalanced by another upswing in non-ferrous metals. Perhaps 
the most consistent gains between March and June were registered for building 
materials. German price control decrees were issued last October, while action 
in the Irish Free State and Japan was not taken until April and May of this 


Advances in living costs were less pronounced between March and June 
than in the first quarter of 1937. Food and clothing were principally responsible 
for the upward movement, which was fairly general in the countries compiling 
cost of living indexes. — 


Canadian Grain Crops 


Canadian wheat production was estimated at 188,200,000 bushels including 
about 169 million bushels of spring wheat and 19,200,000 of fall wheat. Of the 
spring wheat, the crop in the Prairie Provinces accounted for 164 million bushels 
distributed as follows: Manitoba, 53 millions; Saskatchewan, 35 millions; and 
Alberta, 76 millions. The grade and quality of the 1937 crop will be very high 
although slightly below the record of 1936. The wheat crop was the lowest 
since 1914 when a crop of 161 million bushels was harvested from an acreage only 
four-tenths the size of the 1937 area.

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The barley and oat crops were of better quality and in greater volume than 
in 1936. The oat crop at 282 million bushels was more than 10 million greater, 
while barley rose 16 million to 87-8 million. The reduction in the hay crop of 
Quebec more than counterbalanced the gain in Ontario, the total output having 
been slightly more than 13,000,000 tons, a decline of three-quarters of a million 
tons. Late sown crops for all Canada fared much better than a year ago, with 
the exception of sugar beets which was fairly well maintained with last year. 


Canada’s International Trade in Securities 

A certain emphasis has been laid on the fact that during the first seven months 
of 1937, Canadian purchases of securities from other countries of $334-8 millions 
exceeded sales to all other countries by $8-1 millions. The excess of purchases 
over sales so far this year, however, has merely extended a trend that was even 
more pronounced during the latter part of 1936. In the last 8 months of 1936, 
purchases exceeded sales by $41-8 millions, sharply reversing the situation in 
the first four months of that year, when sales exceeded purchases by $39-3 
millions. As a result, purchases and sales for the full year 1936 were just about 
in balance, the excess of purchases amounting to $2-5 millions on a total trade 
of $818-5 millions. Actually, taking all items, there was a heavy capital outflow 
last year, estimated at $227-5 millions when consideration is given to net retire- 
ment of securities held abroad and other known movements. 


The capital outflow represented by excess of security purchases over sales 
so far this year is, therefore, only the continuance of a tyend which is the natural 
outcome of a heavy balance of visible and invisible exports over imports. As 
these surplus exports, chiefly in commodity trade and expenditures of visiting 
tourists, have grown rapidly in the last couple of years, the outflow of capital 
has naturally kept pace. This outward movement of capital has been indicated 
in each year since 1931, when the trend which had been broken in 1929 and 
1930 was resumed. In later years, the outflow of capital has been in the main 
not for investment but for retirement of maturing issues and for repurchases. 
This, together with refunding of debt at lower rates of interest, will cause an 
important reduction in future service payments. 

Most of these security transactions were between Canada and the United 
States, although those with Great Britain were a substantial part of the trade. 
Canadian purchases from the United States exceeded sales, whereas in the trade 
with Great Britain purchases by Canadians were exceeded by sales. 


Canada is borrowing less and lending more. British and foreign invest- 
ments in Canada were reduced to about $6,833-7 million at the end of 1936 from 
$6,897-5 million, one year before. During the same period Canadian invest- 
ments abroad rose to $1,656-5 million from $1,639-9 million. 

Most pronounced change was in United States investments in Canada 
which were reduced more than 60 millions to $3,984-4 million. Relatively 
slight changes were shown in British investments in this country which stood 
at $2,725 millions at the end of 1936. Investments from other countries 
rose slightly to $124 million. 

Increase from $963-4 million to $987-2 million in Canadian investments 
in the United States was responsible for the larger totals on the other side of 
the ledger. Investments in Great Britain declined 3 million to $47-8 millions 
and the reduction in other countries was 4 million at $621-5 million. 

Investments from other countries are placed mainly in our government 
securities, railways, public utilities and manufactures, principally in forestry 
and metal industries. Other groups in this category include mining, trade and 
service, insurance, finance and mortgage corporations, and miscellaneous. 

_ Itis estimated that British and foreign investments in Canada are equivalent 
in value to about one and one-half times our average annual national income, 
which in the light of modern financing cannot be considered excessive.

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A reciprocal agreement between Canada and the United States became 
effective on August 13 whereby neither country would withhold more than 
5 p.c. of income accruing to citizens or corporations of the other country who are 
not directly engaged in business or trade in the country where the income is 
earned. It is felt that this agreement will stimulate the exchange of invest- 
ments between the two countries. 


Banking 


With a ratio of current loans to notice deposits of only 46-4 p.c. on the basis 
of their standing in July last, the chartered banks are in a position to welcome 
any expansion of the demand for credit which might be implied in a rise of com- 
modity prices and an accelerated movement of world trade. During the last 
three years deposits have grown by no less than 20 p.c., but commercial loans 
declined progressively until July last year when they reached a point lower than 
at any time for twenty-five years. 

As a result, the chartered banks have been obliged to make heavy purchases 
of securities. In 1928, commercial loans amounted to 45 p.c. of deposits and 
investments to 20 p.c. In July the loan ratio was 33 and that of investments 
64 p.c. 

That the recent improvement in economic conditions has not been reflected 
to date in much expansion of bank credit is probably attributable to the fact 
that liquidation of outstanding loans out of the increased profits of industry 
and the increased yield of taxation has proceeded at a more rapid rate than new 
borrowing. ‘This is a well-recognized transitional phase. Agriculture normally 
accounts for approximately one-third of the total volume of commercial loans 
in the Dominion, and the substantial rise in commodity prices in the last 12 
months coincided with an appreciable acceleration of business activity. 


In view of the fact that the liquidation of wheat loans has played a large 
part in restricting expansion of total bank loans in Canada during the past year, 
it is informative to follow the detailed breakdown of outstanding loans made 
available by the Canadian Bank of Commerce. This bank is large enough to 
provide a fairly representative cross-section of the general experience. It is 
therefore interesting to note that while total loans of the bank increased only 
$12 millions from July, 1936, to July, 1937, this gain was shown in spite of a 
drop of $3 millions in loans to grain dealers and exporters. Excluding grain 
loans, the July, 1937, total was 8 p.c. above July, 1936, and 14 p.c. above April, 
1936. In the last quarter alone, grain loans dropped $8 millions, obscuring the 
fact that other loans of a mainly commercial nature increased $5 millions. This 
year, though the supply of grain is substantially diminished due to the reduced 
carryover and smaller crop, higher prices constitute a considerable counter- 
balance from the viewpoint of bank loans—at least so far as the current crop is 
concerned. Manufacturing and merchandizing loan business has shown par- 
ticular vigor. These classifications alone are up 33 p.c. in the last year. . 


Dominion Finance 


Total ordinary receipts of the Dominion for the first five months of the 
present fiscal year were $243,883,000 against $201,616,000 for the same period 
of the preceding fiscal year. While each of the six main sources of’ revenue 
showed gains in this comparison, the largest advances were recorded by the 
group consisting of excise taxes, sales, stamps, etc., which rose from 52-8 millions 
to 69-5 millions, and in income taxes which amounted to 90-6 millions against 
76-3 millions. 

_ Total ordinary expenditure showed a relatively moderate gain from 145-1 
million to 150-6 million. The cost of old age pensions has been nearly doubled 
80 far this year at $7-7 millions, while national defence expenditures were up 
2:3 millions at $8,600,000. Special expenditures in the form of grants-in-aid 
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to provinces for relief purposes declined from 12-5 million to 8-6 million and 
the expenditure on relief works dropped from $10-3 million to $7-9 million, 
A marked decline from $52-5 million to $7-8 million was shown in loans and 
investments to various boards, railways and provincial governments. The 
reduction in total expenditure and loans and investments of this class amounted 
to about $46 million. The grand total of all disbursements stood at $204-3 
million compared with $250 millions in the 5 months, April through August, 
last year, indicating a decline of over 22 p.c. 


Conditions in United States 

Industrial activity, after seasonal adjustment, showed a further advance 
and practically retrieved the high position reached at the beginning of the year, 
Steel mill operations showed an actual increase in operations when a seasonal 
decline is customary. Backlogs of unfilled orders were materially reduced during 
the month, demand from the heavy construction industry and the railways being 
relatively quiet. A most constructive factor was the satisfactory crops harvested 
during the present season. Crops designed for human foods including grains, 
fruits and potatoes were estimated at 35 p.c. greater than last year while feed 
and cotton crops were up 50 p.c. and 25 p.c. respectively. The railway freight 
movement was at lower level in August, although miscellaneous traffic continued 
practically unchanged for the third consecutive month. Construction contracts 
recorded a decline from July, the recession in governmental construction off- 
setting an increase in private non-residential construction. Mill takings of 
cotton declined for the second consecutive month and consumption was virtually 
unchanged. 


Wholesale prices showed a downward drift in August although average 
prices of copper, pig iron, steel and crude petroleum were steady. Reaction on 
the stock markets in the latter half of August cancelled a large part of the gain 


which had been realized subsequent to the end of June. A sharp reaction 
occurred in the early weeks of September attributed by some authorities to the 
weak technical situation in the market itself due to the considerable advance 
during the last four years. 


Conditions in the United Kingdom 

No major change of trend took place in British business activity, the lull 
during the summer months having been less marked than usual. A resumption 
of the upward trend during the last quarter is expected. The more rapid rise 
in costs of production was scarcely reflected in business profits which continued 
to show greater percentage increases than a year ago. The consumption of 
iron and steel recently reached a record level, the steadily expanding demand 
embracing rearly all branches of engineering and shipbuilding. A reaction in 
the textile industries was expected to be only temporary. Activity in coal 
miring remained above the seasoral rorm. Automobile production during 
first rine months of the present season was 308,000 units against 278,000 one 
year ago, while the output of trucks showed a gain from 80,992 to 91,125. Grain 
crops were forecast below the average of the last ten years. 


The increase of 11,555 tons in world stocks of refired copper at the end of 
June limited Cortire: tal buying and disappoirtment that the domestic price 
of electrolytic had not been raised from the 14c. level caused a good deal of selling. 
Irregular movements were characteristic of the stock exchange with losses 
a little more pronounced than gains. Selling predominated because of inter- 
national complications.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


En aottt les conditions économiques ont assez bien conservé la belle allure du mois précédent. 
les facteurs qui se sont améliorés comprennent le marché des obligations et le cours des actions 
ordinaires. Aprés avoir baissé pendant le deuxiéme trimestre, le cours des obligations s’est 
rtabli modérément. Sur la fin du mois le marché s’est un peu ralenti et il y eut des fléchissements 
rapides les premiéres semaines de septembre. L’avance des obligations de tout repos continue, 
et aprés avoit baissé au cours du premier trimestre elles atteignent une nouvelle cime du réta- 
blissement économique. Les prix de gros, aprés avoir établi leur cime en juillet, ont baissé en 
soit, et l’indice est passé de 87-5 A 85-6. D’aprés les calculs préliminaires les opérations com- 
merciales se sont A peu prés maintenues au cours du mois sous revue; les exportations ont beaucoup 
contribué 4 ce résultat. L’augmentation dans les dépéts 4 terme a été plus que contre-balancée 
par le fléchissement plutét rapide des dépéts 4 demande, et |’indice ajusté du passif des dépéts 
baisse de 120-3 a 119-4. 

Liindice du volume physique des affaires baisse d’environ trois points en aot par rapport 
au niveau du mois précédent. Si les 46 facteurs de cette classification sont assez irréguliers, le 
yolume de la production se compare avantageusement avec le mois correspondant de toute 
année depuis la guerre. 

Production minérale 

Plusieurs facteurs qui servent 4 établir la tendance de la production minérale ont subi des 
modifications nouvelles. Les expéditions d’or des mines canadiennes s’établissent 4 358,767 
onces et l’emportent sur celles de tout mois précédent. L’indice ajusté pour variations saison- 
niéres monte de 239 4 253. Les exportations de nickel établissent un record en aoit; elles ne le 
eédent qu’d celles de trois mois des années antérieures. Les exportations, 4 21,574,000 livres, 
sont plus considérables qu’en tout autre mois d’aodt depuis la guerre. La production du plomb, 
ajustée sur la saison, l’emporte sur le mois précédent. Les expéditions d’argent enregistrent 
une avance inférieure & la normale pour la saison et l’indice baisse de 116 4 113. Les expor- 
tations d’amiante établissent un record en aofit et s’établissent, pour les meilleures qualités, 
419,808 tonnes, contre 16,800 le mois précédent. L’avance est plus que normale pour la saison. 


Manufactures 

Les établissements manufacturiers qui s’occupent de la production de denrées alimentaires 
@aient un peu plus actifs en aofit que le mois précédent. Pour le dernier mois de la statistique 
la production de farine l’emporte quelque peu sur celle du mois précédent. La production 
de sucre raffiné s’établit & 92,000,000 de livres, contre 67,000,000 en juillet. L’abatage des 
animaux est plus considérable qu’en tout autre mois d’aofit précédent, et l’indice monte de 
151 4 161. Comme I’abatage des ovins et des porcins aprés ajustements saisonniers accuse des 
diminutions, l’indice général des bestiaux conduits aux abattoirs baisse de 149-6 4 143-7. La 
production de beurre ]’emporte sur celle de tout autre mois d’aodt depuis 1932, premier mois 
dela statistique. L’indice, ajusté pour variations saisonniéres, monte de 136 4 138. La produc- 
tion de fromage de fabrique, par contre, enregistre une baisse et s’établit 4 21,600,000 livres, contre 
24,600,000, en juillet. Les exportations de saumon en boite enregistrent une baisse anormale 
pour la saison. En résumé, l’indice général de la production des denrées alimentaires monte 
de 99-5 4 100-7. 

Malgré les augmentations dans la production de papier 4 journal et les exportations de 
bardeaux, l’indice des produits forestiers baisse de 139-2 4 136-7. La production de papier & 
journal était & son maximum dans l’histoire et !’indice ajusté avance de 196-7 & 198-3, et la 
production monte de 314,529 tonnes 4 318,713. Les exportations de planches et madriers restent 
leur niveau élevé et l’emportent sur tout autre mois d’aoftit depuis 1929. Il y a toutefois 
Ngression sur le mois précédent, et les exportations tombent de 171,000,000 de pieds 4 170,000,000 
dans les mémes termes de comparaison. Les exportations de bardeaux s’établissent 4 223,000 
carrés, contre 183,000. 

L'industrie primaire du fer et de l’acier se montre plus active en aodt, et la production 
@acier en lingots l’emporte sur celle de tout autre mois d’aodt depuis la guerre, et celle de fonte 
€n gueuse, sur celle de tout autre mois d’aodit depuis 1929. La production d’acier en lingots, 
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ajustée pour variations saisonniéres, reste & peu prés au niveau du mois précédent, et |’indicg 
s’établit 4 193-9 contre 194-7. La production de fonte en gueuse toutefois accuse une régression 
anormale pour la saison. La preduction d’automobiles est plus considérable qu’en tout autre 
mois d’aott depuis 1929 et s’établit 4 10,742 unités, contre 17,941 en juillet. Toutefois l’indicg 
ajusté montre un fiéchissement. 


Construction et distribution 

L’industrie de la construction a meilleure apparence en aotit que le mois précédent et 
l'indice monte de 48-7 4 53-8. Les contrats adjugés montent de $21,500,000 4 $24,800,000, 
Par contre les permis de bitir accusent une baisse anormale pour la saison. 

Le trafic-marchandises sur fer reste abondant et le nombre de wagons chargés |’emporte 
sur celui de tout autre mois d’aotit depuis 1930. Toutefois, l’indice ajusté baisse de 85-8 A 82-7, 
Les chargements sont de 231,038 wagons en aoit, contre 219,290 le mois précédent. Le fait 
saillant du mois est l’augmentation des exportations, qui représentent une valeur de $103,328,590 
en aofit, contre $100,142,396 en juillet. L’indice, ajusté pour variations saisonniéres et change. 
ments de prix, monte de 108-1 a 115-6. 


Récolte canadienne de céréales 

La production canadienne de blé est estimée 4 188,200,000 boisseaux, dont 169,000,000 
boisseaux de blé de printemps et 19,200,000 de blé d’automne. La récolte de blé de printemps 
des Provinces des Prairies contribue 164,000,000 de boisseaux, répartis comme suit: Manitoba, 
$53,000,000; Saskatchewan, 35,000,000 et Alberta, 76,000,000. La qualité de la récolte de 
1937 sera haute bien que légérement inférieure a celle de 1936. La récolte de blé est la plus faible 
depuis 1914, alors qu’elle était de 161,000,000 de boisseaux sur seulement les y% de |’étendue 
emblavée en 1937. 

Les récoltes d’orge et d’avoine sont de meilleure qualité et en plus fort volume qu’en 1936, 
La récolte d’avoine, 4 282,000,000 de boisseaux, est plus de 10,000,000 plus volumineuse et celle 
d’orge augmente de 16,000,000 pour atteindre 87-8 millions de boisseaux. La réduction de ls 
récolte de foin du Québec a plus que contre-balancé le gain de l’Ontario, la production totale 
ne dépassant guére 13,000,000 de tonnes, un déclin de } de million de tonnes. Les cultures 
tardives pour l’ensemble du Canada ont donné de meilleurs résultats que l’an dernier, excepté 
les batteraves 4 sucre qui ont 4 peu prés gardé le méme niveau. 


Commerce international du Canada en valeurs mobiliéres 

On a attaché une certaine importance au fait que pendant les sept premiers mois de 1987 
les $334,800,000 de valeurs mobiliéres achetées par le Canada a |’étranger dépassent les ventes 
& tous les autres pays par une marge de $8,100,000. Cet excédent des achats sur les ventes 
depuis le commencement de |’année, toutefois, n’a fait que continuer une orientation qui était 
méme déja plus prononcée au cours de la derniére partie de 1936. Les derniers huit mois de 1936 
les achats ont dépassé les ventes par $41,800,000, renversant vivement la situation des quatre 
premiers mois de l'année alors que les ventes débordaient les achats par $39,300,000. Comme 
résultat, les achats et les ventes de toute l’année 1936 sont 4 peu prés en équilibre, l’excédent des 
achats s’élevant 4 $2,500,000 sur un total de $818,500,000. Actuellement, dans |’ensemble 
il y a eu une forte sortie de capitaux l’an dernier, l’excédent étant estimé & $228 ,500,000 si l’on 
prend en ligne de compte le rachat de titres détenus 4 |’étranger et autres mouvements connus. 

Les sorties de capitaux représentées par l’excédent des achats sur les ventes de titres depuis 
le commencement de I’année ne sont donc que la continuation d’un mouvement qui est le résultat 
naturel d’une lourde balance favorable en exportations visibles et invisibles. Comme ces surplus 
d’exportations, consistant principalement en commodités et en dépenses de touristes, ont grandi 
rapidement les deux derniéres années, les sorties de capitaux ont dd suivre proportionnellement. 
Ce mouvement de capitaux vers l’extérieur a été constaté chaque année depuis 1931 alors que leur 
direction avait été contraire en 1929 et 1930. Depuis, l’exit des capitaux a été dans |’ensemble 
non pour des fins de placement, mais pour le rachat d’échéances ou pour replacements. Ceti, 
ajouté au renouvellement de la dette 4 des taux plus bas, causera une importante réduction dans 
le service futur de la dette. 

La plupart de ces transactions de titres ont été entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis, bien que 
la Grande-Bretagne en ait eu une portion substantielle. Les achats canadiens aux Etats-Unis 
ont dépassé les ventes tandis que dans les transactions avec la Grande-Bretagne les achats 
canadiens ont été dépassés par les ventes.

Le Canada emprunte moins et préte plus. Les placements britanniques et étrangers au 
Canada ont été réduits a environ $6,833,700,000 A la fin de 1936, de $6,897 ,500,000 qu’ils 
étaient un an auparavant. Au cours de la méme période les placements canadiens & |’extérieur 
ont monté A $1,656 500,000, de $1,639,900, 000 qu’ils étaient. 

Le changement le plus prononcé se trouve dans les placements des Etats-Unis au Canada 
qui ont été réduits de plus de $60,000,000 4 $3,984 ,400,000. Les changements dans les place- 
ments britanniques au Canada sont relativement légers, la somme restant 4 $2,725,000,000 a 
la fin de 1936. Les placements des autres pays ont monté légérement 4 $124,000,000. 

Une augmentation de $963,400,000 A $987,200,000 dans les placements canadiens 
aux Etats-Unis est responsable de la forte balance de l’autre cété du grand-livre. Les placements 
en Grande-Bretagne ont décliné de $3,000,000, 4 $47,800,000, et la réductioi: dans les autres 
pays est de $4,000,000, & $621 , 500,000. 

Les placements des autres pays au Canada consistent principalement en titres du gouver- 
nement, des chemins de fer, des utilités publiques et des manufactures, principalement dans les 
industries forestiéres et métallurgiques. Les autres groupes dans cette catégorie comprennent 
kes mines, le commerce et les services, ]’assurance, les compagnies de finance et de préts et divers. 

Il est estimé que les placements britanniques et étrangers au Canada équivalent en valeur 
denviron 1} fois la moyenne de notre revenu national annuel, ce qui A la lumiére de la finance 
moderne ne peut étre considéré comme excessif. 

Une entente réciprocitaire entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis est devenue effective le 
13 aotit, en vertu de laquelle chaque pays s’engage 4 ne pas retenir plus de 5 p.c. du revenu allant 
ides citoyens ou des corporations de l’autre pays qui ne sont pas directement engagés dans le 
commerce ou l'industrie du pays d’ou provient ce revenu. C’est l’impression que cette entente 
ya stimuler l’échange de placements entre les deux pays. 


Choses bancaires 

Avec un taux des préts courants en rapport avec les dépéts 4 demande de 46-4 p.c., en prenant 
comme base les chiffres moyens de juillet dernier, les banques 4 charte sont en bonne posture pour 
voir venir toute expansion de demande de crédit qui pourrait surgir d’une hausse des prix et 


dune accélération du commerce mondial. Au cours des trois années derniéres les dépéts ont 
augmenté de pas moins de 20 p.c., mais les préts commerciaux ont décliné progressivement 
jusqu’en juillet de l’an dernier, alors qu’ils ont atteint leur point le plus bas des derniers vingt-cing 
ans. 

Comme résultat, les banques 4 charte ont été forcées de faire de lourds achats de titres. 
En 1928, les préts commerciaux s’élevaient 4 45 p.c. des dépéts et les placements, 4 20 p.c. En 
juillet, la proportion des préts était de 33 et celle des placements, de 64 p.c. 

Que la récente amélioration des conditions économiques ne se soit pas reflétée jusqu’A date 
par une grande expansion des crédits bancaires est probablement attribuable au fait que la 
liquidation des préts en souffrance 4 méme les profits augmentés de l’industrie et un plus fort 
rendement des taxes ont procédé A une allure plus rapide que les nouveaux emprunts. C’est 
une phase transitoire bien connue. Normalement, |’agriculture absorbe un tiers de tous les 
préts commerciaux au Canada et la hausse substantielle des préts les derniers douze mois a coincidé 
avec une accélération appréciable des activités commerciales. 

Comme la liquidation des emprunts sur le blé a joué un grand réle restrictif de l’expansion 
des préts bancaires au cours de l’an dernier, il est intéressant de suivre la décomposition détaillée 
des préts en souffrance telle que I’a faite la Canadian Bank of Commerce. Cette banque est assez 
forte pour fournir un échantillon raisonnable de la situation bancaire courante. Il est donc 
intéressant de noter que les préts globaux de cette banque ont augmenté de seulement $12,000,000 
depuis juillet 1936 A juillet 1937, malgré une baisse de $3,000,000 dans les préts aux négociants 
et exportateurs en grains. En excluant les préts sur le grain, le total de juillet 1937 est 4 8 p.c. 
au-dessus de celui de 1936 et 14 p.c. au-dessus d’avril 1936. Le dernier trimestre seulement, 
ks préts sur le grain ont diminué de $8,000,000, oblitérant ainsi le fait que les autres préts d’une 
nature principalement commerciale augmentaient de $5,000,000. Cette année, bien que les 
provisions de grain aient substantiellement diminué, vu la réduction du report et de la récolte, 
des prix élevés constituaient un contrepoids considérable au point de vue des préts bancaires—au 
moins en autant qu’est concerné le mouvement actuel de la récolte. Les préts aux manufactu- 
tiers et aux marchands montrent une vigueur particuliére. Ces deux classifications 4 elles seules 
ont monté de 33 p.c. au cours de l'année. 
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Finances fédérales 

La somme des recettes ordinaires du Dominion les cinq premiers mois de |’année fiscale 
est de $243,883,000 comparativement 4 $201,616,000 la période correspondante de |’an dernier, 
Chacune des six principales sources de revenu montre des gains dans cette comparaison, la plus 
forte avance se trouvant dans le groupe des taxes d’accise, de vente, du timbre, etc., qui ont 
monté de $52,800,000 4 $69,500,000, et l'impdét sur le revenu qui est monté 4 $90,600,000 
comparativement 4 $76,300,000. 

Les dépenses ordinaires montrent une avance relativement modérée de $145, 100,000 
&$150,600,000. Le cotit des pensions de vieillesse a presque doublé jusqu’A date pour atteindre 
$7,700,000 tandis que:les dépenses pour la défense nationale ont monté de $2,300,000 4 
$8,600,000. Des dépenses spéciales sous forme d’octrois aux provinces pour fins de secours ont 
décliné de $12 ,500 ,000 & $8 ,600 ,000 et les dépenses en travaux de secours ont baissé de $10,. 
300,000 a $7,900,000 Un déclin marqué de $52,500,000 a $7,800,000 est constaté dang 
les préts et placements 4 diverses commissions, chemins de fer et gouvernements provinciaux, 
la réduction des dépenses globales, préts et placements de cette nature étant d’environ $46,000,000, 
Le grand total de tous les déboursés se chiffre 4 $204,300 ,000 comparativement & $250 , 000 ,000, 
les cing mois avril-aodt de l’an dernier, indiquant une diminution de plus de 22 pour cent. 


Situation aux Etats-Unis 

L’activité industrielle, aprés ajustements saisonniers, montre une plus ample avance et a 
pratiquement reconquis la haute position atteinte au commencement de l’année. Les opérations 
des aciéries montrent une augmentation actuelle 4 une époque ov il y a généralement déelin 
saisonnier. Les carnets de commandes 4 remplir ont été matériellement réduits au cours du 
mois, la demande pour |’industrie de la construction lourde et les chemins de fer étant relativement 
tranquille. Les récoltes de la présente saison ont été un facteur trés constructif. Celles 
destinées 4 l’alimentation humaine, comprenant les grains, les fruits et les pommes de terre, sont 
estimées 4 35 p.c. de plus que l’an dernier, tandis que les récoltes de fourrage et de coton sont a 
plus de 50 et 25 p.c. de plus, respectivement. Les transports commerciaux des chemins de fer 
ont été 4 plus bas niveau en aotit bien que le trafic en marchandises diverses ait continué presque 
inchangé pour le troisiéme mois consécutif. Les contrats de construction montrent un déelin 
sur juillet, le recul dans les constructions gouvernementales contre-balancant une avance dans 
les constructions particuliéres autres que les habitations. Les achats de coton par les tissages 
ont décliné pour un deuxiéme mois consécutif et la consommation est restée inchangée. 

Les prix de gros montrent une tendance 4 la baisse en aotit bien que les cours moyens du 
cuivre, de la fonte en gueuse, de l’acier et du pétrole soient stables. La réaction sur le marché 
des valeurs mobiliéres la derniére partie d’aodt a éliminé une grande partie des gains postérieurs 
& la fin de juin. Il y a eu une violente réaction les premiéres semaines de septembre, attribuable 
par quelques autorités a la faible situation technique du marché lui-méme, due A |’avance consi- 
dérable des quatre années derniéres. 


Situation au Royaume-Uni 

Il n’y a pas eu de changement dans les activités commerciales britanniques, la tranquilité 
des mois d’été étant moins marquée que d’ordinaire, et on s’attend A une reprise de l’accélération 
au cours du dernier trimestre. La hausse plus rapide dans le coft de production s’est 4 peine 
reflétée dans les profits commerciaux qui ont cependant continué & montrer une plus forte 
augmentation proportionnelle qu’il y a un an. La consommation de fer et d’acier a atteint 
récemment une nouvelle cime, l’expansion de la demande provenant de presque toutes les branches 
des industries du génie et de construction navale. La tranquilité dans les industries textiles 
semble étre plutét temporaire. ‘L’activité dans les houilléres est restée au-dessus de la normale 
saisonniére. La production d’automobiles, les neuf premiers mois de l’année courante, est 
de 308,000 unités comparativement 4 278,000 il y a un an, et la production de camions montte 
un gain de 80,992 4 91,125. Les indications sont que les récoltes de céréales seront inférieures 
a la moyenne des derniers dix ans. 

Une augmentation de 11,555 tonnes dans les stocks mondiaux de cuivre affiné A la fin de 
juin a limité les achats continentaux, et la déception que les prix domestiques du cuivre 
électrolytique n’aient pas monté au-dessus du niveau de 14 cents a provoqué un fort volume de 
ventes. L/irrégularité a été la caractéristique des cours de la bourse, les baisses étant plus 
fréquentes que les hausses 4 cause des craintes suscitées par les complications internationales.
